Introduction 


The  following  list  of  books  is  an  enlargement  and  complete  revision  of 
the  Rural  school  book  list  issued  as  volume  6,  number  2 of  the  Lewiston  State 
Normal  School  bulletin.  While  the  list  is  designed  primarily  for  rural  schools 
and  many  titles  have  been  included  with  rural  school  needs  in  view,  most  of  the 
books  listed  will  be  as  useful  in  town  and  city  school  libraries.  Many  of  the  books 
listed  under  the  heading  Books  for  high  schools  will  also  be  found  useful  for  refer- 
ence in  elementary  school  work.  In  the  elementary  school  list  the  grades  in  which 
the  books  can  be  used  are  indicated  in  parenthesis  after  the  title.  When  possible 
a * has  been  used  to  indicate  first  choice.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the 
list  as  well  balanced  as  possible,  including  more  books  on  the  subjects  which 
require  the  most  supplementary  reading.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  have  been 
indicated. 

Single  books  may  be  purchased  from  the  publishers,  but  if  a number  of  books 
are  to  be  bought  it  is  best  to  send  to  some  large  book  dealer  such  as  A.  C.  Mc- 
Clurg  in  Chicago,  who  will  collect  and  send  in  one  shipment  all  the  books  listed. 
Books  may  also  be  ordered  through  the  local  dealer.  The  prices  given  are  list 
\ prices  and  discounts  will  be  given  to  schools  in  almost  all  instances.  When  pos- 
sible order  books  in  large  enough  quantities  so  that  they  may  be  sent  by  freight  as 
it  is  much  cheaper  than  mail  or  express. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  list  of  public  documents  on  page  22.  The 
J school  library  with  limited  funds  will  find  much  useful  free  material  among  the  pub- 

lications of  the  United  States  government.  Folders  and  descriptive  pamphlets  is- 
sued by  railroad  companies  and  commercial  organizations  are  always  available 
and  will  furnish  valuable  subject  matter  for  geography  classes.  Old  magazines  are 
invaluable  in  school  work  and  may  easily  be  obtained.  Old  pictures  and  articles 
may  be  cut  from  odd  numbers  as  the  beginning  of  a picture  and  clipping  collec- 
tion, but  complete  files  should  be  keep  intact,  bound  if  possible,  and  used  with  a 
periodical  index.  See  page  25.  This  list  should  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
pamphlet  School  Libraries  which  is  volume  6,  number  1 of  the  Lewiston  State 
Normal  School  bulletin.  This  bulletin  gives  directions  for  the  organization  and 
care  of  a school  library. 

Acknowledgment  is  made  to  the  members  of  the  Lewiston  Normal  School 
faculty  for  assistance  and  advice  in  the  selection  of  books  relating  to  their  var- 
ious subjects.
